Christmas without its religious op- 
servances, for all the feasting, gaiety and re- 
joicing, would long ago have passed away. 

Christmas carols as they are Known to-day’ 
are a literary inheritance handed down from an_ 
age when there existed neither popular songs 
nor. drama. At fixed seasons of the year the 
British people used to congregate to sing simple 
ballads in which secular themes were close. 
mingled with religious. Of the store of popular 

poetry nothing now survives in actual use except 

the ths Crtiaaden taivele : 

But in those old days the Christmas carole 
were only a portion of a larger collection of semi- 
religious songs, each group of which had its 
special association with the ecclesiastical year. 
Easter had its cafols, so had Whitsun and May- 
day, and many other réligious holy days. . These 
were not part of the church service as they are 
to-day. They were mostly associated with those 
early dramatic representations—mystery plays. 

The festival of the Christmastide is a herit- 
age of the long ago, and the date of its origin is 
unknown. Traditions tell of celebrating in mid- 
winter with feasting and merriment in the days 
of antiquity. Perhaps the most widespread of. 
all festive institutions is the Christmas tree. 
The present form of the tree decked in candles 
and hung with colored balls and images does 
not seem to date back prior to the seventeenth 
century. In England there is a legend of Joseph 
of Arimathaea which tells us that when the Saint 
settled at Glastonbury he planted his staff in 
the ground. It put forth leaves and blossomed 
every Christmas, The tree very likely is a sur- 
vival of the older laurel decorations which were 
tied to the doorposts of houses.

It 
is only on the lonely hillside of Judea where dwells the peaceful shepherd with his 
flocks that the true atmosphere of the first Christmas is to.be found.

AT WAINWRIGHT MIG. 


MINISTER OF EDUCATION OUT- 
LINES PROPOSED SCHOOL 
“ACT AT LENGTH 


On Tuesday afternoon last, the 
minister of education for ‘Alberta, 
Hon. Perrin Baker, addressed one of 
the largest meetings ever held in the 
Elite theatre. 

The chairman, Dr J. G. Middlemass 
who discharged his duties admirably 
announced at the opening that the 
Board of Trustees of the Wainwright 
inspectorate had invited the minister 
tc come down and explain his new 
kural School Act. 

The proceedings opened wi!’ 
singing- of “O Canada", led by In- 
spector W. H. Edwards, followed by 
a prayer for the recovery of King 
George offered by Rev A. M. Trendell 
of St Thomas’ church. 

The chairman then called upon Mr 
Baker, who complimented his aud- 
ience on the excellent attendance, 
which, he thought proved conclusive 
evidence of the great interest taken 
in education. 7 

The speaker said he considered the 
great weakness of the system at pre- 
scnt in vogue was the lack of per- 
manency of the teachers in their sev- 
eral positions; they moving around 

-o much, #s well as leaving the pro 
fession incident to small salaries, and 
‘i some cases to slow and uncertain 
pay. 

The method of selecting teachers

‘ort to control the brokers, rather 
than sales” Premier Brownlee said. 
He expected the proposed legisiation 
would be introduced at the coming 
session of the Alberta legislature.

Fortunately the housewife has 
her disposal the means of provi 
good candy which is. always ~ 
sive to buy but comparatively p 
to make. Besides the satisfaction of 
making candy for your own family, it 
is always an acceptable gift for young 
o1 old, rich or poor. 

The candy-making outfit is very 
simple All that is necessary is 42 
ordinary porcelain kettle, a wooden 
spoon a measuring cup, waxed paper 
4 darning needle and a smaijl window 
screen A marble slab is convenient 
Lut not necessary. More than in most 
other cooking it is important to as- 
semble utensils and ingredients in 
crder to have the necessities immedi- 
ately at hand. ; 

As fondant is the basis of all mold 
ed candies this recipe is given: first 
There is no limit to the varities you 
can make with this foundation, ac- 
cording to your own artistic imagina 
tien. 

Put two cups .of granulated sugar 
one cup of cold water and a quarter 
o. a teaspoon of cream of tartar int« 
a porcelain kettle—all measurements 
exact. Place over a hot. fire and boil 
rapidly. Never stir after the syrup ‘is 
on the fire. After four or five minutes 
test by ‘pouring a teaspoonful into a 
little cold water. If it will form into a 
s.o0ft ball it is ready to take from the 
fire|. The testing must,be done quick- 
jy as a half minute too much or too 
little make a great difference in the 
handling. However, with surprisingly 
little experience you will be able to 
tell the instant it is ready. 

Place the kettle immediately in a 
cool place allowing the air to circulate 
underneath. When you can comfort- 

place your palm upon the bottor 
of the kettle, it is time to begin to 
stir. If stirred while too warm it will 
turn into fondant quickly, but will 
be grainy. If too cold it may not turn 
at all. Stir with a beating motion 
vith a wooden spoon without stopping 
It will gradually turn to a pure white 
When stiff enough to lift out with 
your hands knead on a slab as you 
would dough, or work it thoroughly 
worked the more creamy it will, be. 

The in gredients given will make’ 
cne pound of fondant. This is as much 
as an amateur should attempt at one 
time. After you are experienced the 
recipe may be doubled. 

Separate the mass into as many por 
tions as you choose to have flavors 
and colors Use the commercial vege- 
table coloring sparingly and flavor 
discreetly. Only the most delicate

The tvl 
low:ng recipes provide a variety and 
are quite simply made: ; 

Maple Pralines—Break one pound 
of soft maple sugar in pieces and add 
three-fourths cup of milk, and one 
tablespoon butter. Bring to the boil 
ing point, and let boil until a soft ball 
is formed when tried in cold water. 
Remove from fire, add _ two-thirds 
cup of English walnut meats broken 
in small pieces, and beat until creamy 
Drop from tip of spoon on paraffin 
paper. You must work quickly before 
it hardens, 

Butter Scotch. — Put two-fourths 
pound of white syrup, two pounds 
granulated sugar, three-fourths Ib of 
butter, and two cups water in a porce- 
lain kettle. Boil until mixture will be 
come brittle when tried in cold water 
Add three tablespoons vanilla, and 
turn into a buttered pan, having the 
mixture about one-fourth inch in 
thickness. Cool and mark into squares 
When cold snap into pieces. 

Molasses Taffy.—Put into a kettle 

two cups molasses, two cups brown 
sugar, two tablespoons butter and 
one-half cup water. Boil rapidly un i) 
the mixture is brittle when tried in 
cold water. Add one-fourth cup vine- 
gar cook two minutes more and pour 
into a greased pan to cool. As soon 
be it can be easily handled pull until 
it becomes white. Cut into pieces 
with scissors before it becomes too 
nard. . 
Sea Foam—Boil together two cups 
trown sugar and one-half cup water 
until a little droppel in cold water 
forms a soft ball.

At least the average person is no 
more equipped to judge diamonds 
with all their strange variations and 
indiosyncrasies than he is to judge Ver 
meers or Rembrandts, which explains : 
why s0 many fly-by-night jewelry | 
auctions do such a highly profitable 
business in paste. Useless you have | 
had years of experience in handling | 
and examining precious stones, then 
the only sensible thing to do is to buy 
your diamonds from some one who 
bas—some one whose reputation is 
at stake if he shows faulty judgment 

A ‘diamond is not a standard article 
like a motor car or a radio, for Na- 
ture seldom, if ever duplicated her- 
self. Although the price of the stones 
in the rough is standardized by the | 
London Diamond Syndicate, the rough 
stones go into the hands of cutters of | 
varying degrees of skill, over in Am-| 
sterdam and in New York, so_ that; 
there is no telling what any individual | 
stone will be worth by the time the 
cutter gets through with it. 

It is the cutting which brings out | 
the diamond’s color and  brilliancy 
which are the two most important 
factors in establishing its value. With 
out brilliancy the finest natural stone 
appears undesirable; in fact an uncut 
diamond is by no means a thing of 
beAuty—you would scarcely bother to 
pick one up if you saw it lying on the 
sidewalk. As to its color value, this 
is rated largely by rarity. For in- 
stance , what are known in the trade 
as “fancies’’—that is rare colors like 
emerald green, red, sapphire blue, 
pink, orange, canary, black, brown 

d tints of violet blue—bring much 
higher prices than the ordinary run 
ot stones, some of which may be ac- 
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» 
tually much more exquisite in color. 


| A black diamond is scarcely as beauti 


|{ful an object as a white gem, but it is 
so rare it is usually worth twice as 
nuch. 

Among the ordinary stones’ with 
which the average person is concern- 
ed, white and white with blue tints are 
..@ most desirable and valuable, while 
yellow and brown tints are the least 
sc: The term “white” as applied by the 
rade, covers all these varying de- 

rees of color. Yellows, known as 
“bywaters” are worth only about 
balf as much as crystals; browns 
which are not “fancy” only about a 
third as much, and the various tints 
of yellow in between are scaled ° ac- 
cordingly. Diamonds with decided 
blue tints are the most valuable of 
all the “white” stones. 

Although possessing fine color, a 
diamond may yet lack brilliancy, 
which may be either a natural lack 
o1 due to poor cutting So-called lumpy 

-that is stones which are too deep— 

re worth 20 per cent Joss than well- 
»yertioned, finely-cut stones and “over 
spread” or shallow stones are worth 
from 10 to 20 per cent. less than 
those of normal brilliancy. 

The value of large stones and very 
fine quality stones of two carats or 
more is entirely speculative, depend- 
ing upon the fluctuating supply and 
demand. Perfectly matched stones 
are worth more than double the price 
of single ones—infinitely more if they 
are large or especially fine. , 

Besides brilliancy and color the ques 
tion of perfection (or degrees of it) 
erters importantly into the valuation 
vu. a stone. A flawless diamond is one 

of the rarest objects on earth, so do 
rot get your hopes aroused in that dir 
ection. Usually the finest stones have 
tke largest flaws which is a pet way 
Nature has of mixing extremes, go 
that a flaw more or less need not both 
r one, although of course some flaws 
ure less : desirable than others. In 
many cases these so-called carbon 
spots or fissures are imperceptible to 
the naked eye and do not in any way 
mar the brilliancy of the stone; in 
others they are plainly visible if you 
blow your breath on the stone while 
it is cold and hold it in a north light

BIG PROGRAMME 
FOR SESSION 

The Alberta Legislature is to meet | 
om January 24. According to Premier 
Brownlee’s preliminary outline of the 
work of the session. a fairly substan- 
tial pragramme is in sight. 

Passage of the necessary legislation 
to complete the transfer of ownership 
of the northern lines to the trans- 
continental : companies should be a 
mere matter of form. Public opinion 
in the province is solidly behind the 
disposal of the provincial railway on 
what is degard as advantageous terms 

While the government has not yet 
made any announcement as to its in 
tention, it is anticipated that an old 
age pensions system will be intro- 
duced to bring Alberta into line with 
the other westeyn provinces. : 

A radical revision in. the school 
system of the province is to be pre- 

ented by the Minister of Education 
The methods of administration of rur- 
al schools are to be altered materially 


It is planned to group rural schools in’ 


to large districts, each to be under 
the supervision of a superintendent. 
. drastic overhaul of the school act 
if long overdue. Educational pro- 
gress in many rural districts has been 
unsatisfactory under existing condi- 
tions. 

Among other important legislation 
‘+-be introduced is complete revision 


fmancial circles. : 

The sale of the northern railways 
and the announcement of a surplus 
of $279,q63 for the fifteen months 
nding next March 31 suggest relief 
trom the recent annual imposition of 
new taxes. The only suggestion 80 
far made in this connection is that 
the government is considering an in- 
-reage in the gasoline tax from three 
.0 five cents a gallon to meet the de- 
mand for more and better roads. 

A more. vigorous roads policy is 
ueeded in this province. If present 
revenue does not permit a greater 
annual expenditure than in the past 
year new sources of revenue will 
have to’ be uncovered. and raising 
the gasoline tax may be the easiest 
and most obvious method. It is per- 
tinent to point out. however. that the 
revenue from motor licenses and gas 
cline tax for the current fiscal year 
produced $336,000 more than was 
estimated a respectable sum in itself 
In the event of any further increase in 
gasoline taxation the principle of ear- 
marking all revenue contributed by 
motor traffic for road purposes should 
Le inaiated upon by the House.

The richness of Christmas cakes de 
pends on the amount of fat and sugar 
in proportion to the flour. This pro- 
portion cam be anything from half to 
equal quantities. The amount of fruit 
used can vary up to three times the 
weight of flour. From 10 to 14 eggs 
are used to every pound of flour. The 
only raising agent necessary in such 


Ja rich mixture is cold air. This is 


Leaten in when creaming the butter 
and sugar and when adding the eggs 
Cwing to the richness of this mix- 
ture it is- difficult to bake 

These facts ruling, here are some of 
the faults. The fruit may fall to the 
bottom of the cake. This happens if 
the mixture is of the wrong consis- 
tency. Remember the richer the mix 
ture the stiffer it must be. The fat and 
sugar are in large proportions. These 
will melt when put into the oven, and 
the fruit will sink. If too much liquid 
18 added before baking the mixture is 
too thin. It is incapable of holding the 
weight of fruit, which accordingly 
falls to the bottom of the cake. 

The oven may be too cool. There is 
not sufficient heat to gelatinize the 
starch of the flour. Therefore the mix 
ture does not “set” quickly enough. A 
gain there is no support for the fruit 

There is just as much danger in too 
hot an oven. This is why some cakes 
rise to a péak on top. The outside be 
comes cooked before the inside. The 
air inside has not enough room to ex- 
pand. It therefore pushes up the top 
cf the cake. 

Too much baking powder in a plain 
er cake mixture than the one outlined 
tbove can also cause this. It gives off 
a gas. If there is not sufficient flour 
to hold this, it makes the cake “rise” 
in the centre too much. 

Then again, the baking may be mis 
rvanaged. How many hours have been 
spent in making and baking a cake? 
Yet time, effort and good material 
may be partly lost by the outside of 
the cake being burnt when it is taken 
cut of the tin. 

A rich cake contains so much fat, 
sugar, and fruit that it will burn cas- 
ily. So do not stint the quantity of 
white’ paper which lines the tin. This 
paper is a nonconductor of heat there 
fore the heat which surrounds the 
cake will be gradual. Anything from 
two to four layers are best in both 
the sides and the bottom of the cake 
tin. A rich cake will burn brown on 
the top before the baking is complete 
Cover it with a double sheet of paper 
This prevents it turning too brown. 

It is impossible to give definite tem 
peratures These vary according to the 
size of the cake and the thickness of 
the tin. The color of the cake is the 
truest guide, a rich cake being only a 
pale brown after one hour’s baking 
a* the right heat. 

Since even heat is important the 
best place for a large cake is the mid 
dle of the oven. Small cakes bake bet 
ter above the centre shelf. Put the 
cake tin on the open bar shelf. 

The richer the mixture the longer a 
ceke will keep. Good proportions are: 
two cups of butter, two cups of sugar 
four and a half cups of flour, fourteen 
eggs, three pounds of assorted fruit. 
The less flour used the longer the 
cake will keep moist. Use the best 
materials. 

Long slow baking is sufficient for a 
rich mixture. A plainer mixture can 
be steamed first. Brown it in the oven 
after steaming. 

The Icings 

To many icing is a “snare and a 
delusion” Water icing for example 
will not keep indefinitely. The water 
evaporates. It becomes hard and dry. 

Almond icing will keep for any 
length of time, so incidentally, is the 
best for cakes that are to be kept any

1’ reason—the water is soaked up 
the icing sugar is left and in itself 
has no gloss 

The remedy for both is, make the 
cake “waterproof” first. This can be 
ccne with jam glaze. Here is the re- 
c'pe: Put into a saucepan one-half 
“up of water, two tablespoons of jam 
cne and a half tablespoons of sugar 
and one-eighth of an ounce of gela- 
tine. Bring these to the boil. Boil for 
4 or 5 minutes and strain. Allow to 
cook. When it shows signs of setting 
brush it over the cake. This is the 
right background for icing. 

This glaze may be stored for a lit- 
tle time. Slightly melt it to use again 

There has been a tendency of late 
years to use chocolate icing in Christ 
mas cake decoration for boughs, Yule 
logs and so on. 

Cocoa gives a better result than 
chocolate powder for making this ic- 
ing. Never boil up the chocolate com 
peund or cocoa. Over-heated choco- 
late or cocoa turns pale or streaky 
v.hen dry. Dissolve the powder with 
boiling water then add this to the 
icing sugar. Add sufficient for the re- | 
quired color. | 

If a cake has a peak on top and if | 
the peak is not too pronounced make 
the top level with the sides. Use these 
scrapes of cake for trifles; they are an 
excellent addition.

Inasmuch as food poisoning is a 
reportable disease in only nine states 
reliable statistics concerning it are 
not available. From 1910 to 1923, re 
ports of 9,981 deaths attributed to 
food poisoning appear in the United 
States Census Bureau. 

Some Food Poisoning Observations 

It has long been thought that food 
poisoning is more prevalent in sum- 
mer because in warm weather the 
number of contaminating bacteria is 
increased. Howéver a study of the 
seasonal distribution of outbreaks 
shews that an average of thirty-nine 
were reported in winter and thirty- 
seven in summer. 

Of the alleged causative foods enu 
merated in reports of outbreaks, 401 
were commercially prepared and 70 
prepared in the home. This is not to 
be taken as an indictment of com- 
mercial food products, inasmuch as 
the canning industy has for years 
kept a check on all reports whereas 


most cases due to home prepared 


foods are probably never reported.

But it must not be overlooked that 


the food may still contain products | {i 


which, though sterile are poisonous. 
The common mold that forms on 


such foods as apple sauce, bread, and |y\% 


so on, is most likely entirely harm- 
less insofar as the production of a 
definite disease is concerned. It is un- 
likely that one could unknowingly 
eat enough of it to produce even a 
slight. indisposition. 

Distinction has to be made between 
decayed foods and contaminated foods 
Food poisoning is not produced by de 
cayed foods, but only by foods con- 
taminated with organisms such as the 
paratyphoid-enteritidis group. It is a 
curious fact that when contamination 
with this deadly bacterial group oc- 

‘urs spoilage of the food seldom re- 
sults.

It is a mistake, however, to think that children’s parties died 
out of the royal residence when the last of our princes grew to man’s 
estate. As a matter of fact, all the young members of the royal 
family, from the Prince of Wales downward, have retained a de- 
lightful attitude toward this childish form of entertajnment; and 
there have always been some schoolrobm relations™Sver whom a 
fuss could be made at this time of year. : 
‘Young Master Ramsay, Princess Patricia’s son; is now of an 
age to appreciate the thinge which are done for him during the 
holiday season, and inva year or two, when the tiny Princess Eliza- 
beth is able to join Masters Harry and Hubert Lascelles to take in 
the Christmas fun, Master Ramsay’ will have fine companionship. 
Indeed, there is every likelihood that Christmas iri the royal family 
will be far more of a children’s feast during the next decade than 
it has been during the last. . - ? : 
Queen Victoria, guided in this matter by her German consort, 
did much to make the English royal Christmas a more impressive 
and pageant-like affair: It was by her example that the Christmas 
tree was brought into the land; ‘her idea also to give the boar’s

The nursery of Queen Vittoria was a large one, and, with so 
many brothers and sisters to share the fun, one can guess that 
rather lively scenes were at times enacted, with the young Prince 
Queen Victoria inaugurated the custom 
of letting her children participate in distributing the gifts from a 
giant Christmas tree to the royal servants every Christmas night. 
This custom was preserved after her death, and it is still followed 
by those members of the royal family who happen to be at home 
when Christmas comes round. ; , 

The favorite in the nursery of Queen Alexandra was Princess 
Maude, now Queen of Norway. Being the youngest of the family, 
she carried the nursery traditions well on into the old Queen’s reign, 
while her father was still Prince of .Wales, and the present King, 
with Princess May (as Queen Mary was then called), set up house- 
keeping at York Cottage, Sandringham. Later when Norway was 
made a monarchy and her husband became king, Queen Maud con- 
tinued to pay annual visits to her mother, and her son, Prince Olaf, 
had a nursery at Buckingham 'Palace, which was just as permanent 
as his nursery at Christiania, for he spent half his time there. His 
Christmas pleasures were shared with Prince Eddie and the other 
royal children, and for many months he would treasure his Christ- 
mas toys, playing with them in the corridors of Buckingham Palace 
and occasionally inviting the servants to admire them. He was a 
lonely, rather delicate little boy, and none foresaw in him the hand- 
some man he has since become. Everyone who came in contact 


with him admired his great, natural politeness, which he extended. 


to courtiers and visiting tradesmen with equal grace. 

All the children of the present King and Queen were very 
simply brought up. Queen Mary, who is an ideal mother, saw 
to it that they were eéver pampered nor left without suitable em- 
ployment when lessons were done. She kept their time fully em- 
ployed. Princess Mary especially was trained from an early age to 
be expert with her needle, and although the attendant discipline 
sometimes caused tears to flow, there is no period that the young 
princess enjoyed more than the months preceding Christmas, when 
she was allowed to sit with her mother and prepare little gifts for 
her brothers, her friends and the attendants about the court. Queen 
Mary to this day does a certain amount of Christmas work évery 
autumn, and many a poor mother's baby has been made comfort- 
able by a shawl, a petticoat or some other warm garment knitted 
by the Queen’s own hand, . 

Princess Mary’s favorite pastime consisted of threading beads 

She developed this into quite an elaborate art, and many of her 
girlhood friends still treasure beautiful necklaces which the Daughter 
of the Nation worked for them. 
‘ * All the royal children were extremely fond of conjuring enter- 
tainments, and their grandfather, King Edward,.took pleasure in 
encouraging this. If the children were spoilt at all, the spoiling 
process took place outside their own home. Invitations to Christ- 
mas parties were showered upon them, and, as all their hostesses 
were anxious to gain the royal favor, they were lavish in their gifts. 
A luckless conjurer who frequently officiated at these parties, tells 
of hostesses who expected him to produce from an ordinary hat a 
large-sized fully-equipped doll’s stove for Princess Mary, a rocking 
horse for the Duke of York and many other equally bulky presents. 
He usually managed to compromise in the end by camouflaging 
the objects under a table cover, and drawing them out unexpect- 
edly after he had attracted the attention of his audience to some- 
thing at the other end of the stage. ‘

Interesting Picture in “Story of The Carol 
N interesting picture of ancient Yuletide festivity is presented 
A in ‘'The Story of the Carol,” written by Edmonstoune Durican; 
“York Cathedral on Christmas Eve was wont to be decorated with 
mistletoe. Stickeley sces in this surviving rite of ancient Druidism, 
when the mistletoe, or sacred ‘all-heel’, was laid on the altars em- 
blematically of the advent of the Messiah. ‘This mistletoe,’ says 
he, ‘they cut off the trees with their hatchets of brass, called Celts, 
fixed upon the staffs that they bore’. 

' “York had a similar ceremony, mistletoe being set upon a high 
altar, when pardon and freedom, public and universal liberty were 
proclaimed at the gates of the city. Heralds blew the Youlegirth 
from the four barrels to the four quarters of the heavens, and every 
one was. welc@me for the Twelve Days, no restraint for the time 
stated being #@t upon dicers, carders and common.and unthrifty 
folk, At the ound of the trumpet all the people in token of re- 
joicing, both in church and at the four gates, cried, ‘Ule! ‘Ule!’ 

| “With the houses and halls gaily decorated and great fires 
kindléd on the hearths (one Elizabethan house paid taxes on 64 
hearth fires), Christmas morning dawned brightly on the good souls 
preparing for the wants of multitudes of kinsmen, guests and stray 
folk of every description. None were suffered to go away, empty. 
The halls were full to overflowing with goodly companics of gentle- 
folk, yet still room was found for minstrels and peasants, who, on 
this day, dined with the lord of the manor. : 

“Rustic sports whiled away the tedious hours before the great 
repast. Hunting owls and squirrels. was popular with the rustics. 
But in ancient times even the clergy came booted and spurred to’
